BLAME BAD LATIN ON JEWELLER. | 


Queens Committee Say They Had 
No Proof of Erring Medal. 


Charles B. Wilkinson, manufacturing 
jeweller of 42 John street, is to blame for 
the Latin error that crept upon the bronze 
medals distributed Saturday in . Long 
Island City, say the committeemen who 
had charge of the celebration of rapid 
transit in Queens, ; 

An “A” for an “EB” marred the city 
seal on the medals. The legend as printed 
was “Sigillum Civitatis Novi Aborac”’ and 
the last word should have read “Eborac,” 
which is short for Eboraci, genitive case 
of Kboracum. “Seal of the City of New 
York” is the translation. 

Walter I. Willis of the Queens Cham- 
"ber of Commerce, speaking for the com- 
mittee which had the medal in charge, 
declared that no proof of the erring face 
of the medal was ever sent to the com- 
mittee. 

“Several of us saw the mistake at once | 
when the medals were delivered just be- 
fore the luncheon, but it was too late 
then to remedy matters,’ said Willis. 
“We decided to give out the mementos 
and we rather hoped that the slip would 
pass unnoticed. But THe Sun spotted it.” | 

The American Numismatic Society said 
it would like to have one of the erring 
medals to add to its already large col- 
lection of blunders in gold, silver and 
bronze. There has been a steady suc- 
cession of slips of the kind since the 
Bronze Age itself.
